es to be right, paining him with re- 
morse when he does what he thinks 
is wrong. The standard varies, it is 
true, the law differs. But there has 
never been a nation or race whichedjd 
not approve courage. truth, generés- 
ity. honesty; or did not despise false- 
hood, cowardice, selfishness, dishéa- 
esty, Men will lie in business, for 
their religion, for their friends, for 
their safety; but no one approves of 
lying in itself. Each man disapp- 
proves it in every one but himself, and 
in every case but his own case. 

In all souls there is this instine- 
tive sense of right or wrong. .A 
moral intuition. If there were not, 
morality could not exist, society 
would be impossible. Morality is 
nothing if it is not respect for right 
and duty. apart from all rewards 
they may bring. A man who only 
does right because he hopes for some 
reward for doing right, here or hete- 
after, does not act conscientiously 
at all. He merely acts selfishly. 


Besides these powers of reason afd , 


of the moral nature, there are 
religious intuitions. Man has. the 
power of looking into the spiritgal 
world, of being led and taught. by 
the angels (the bright forms of light)

It therefore does not mean that it is 
a deific principle that does it, it can 
be demoniac, or it is inspiration just 
the same if a series of events take 
place in our surroundings and they 
act upon us in a manner to cause us 
to produce something that is differ- 
ent trom what our companions ac- 
cept, cr which contains a greater 
truth than they accept. 

Fhe greatest mistake that has been 
mace by the advocates of biblical 
insoiration is that of thinking, or 
at ‘cast claiming, that there is no in- 
spiration outside of that of a deity to 
a snecially selected messenger. It is 
cuttmon, and it is only necessary for 
a person to investigate matters in our 
every day life and all of our reading 
natier, to prove the assertion.

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A Lawyer’s Experience 
in Spirit Life. 


Between jealousy and spiritual ig- 
nerance, truth has a difficult road to 
travel. 

I fuund in my sojourning among 
-ortas a number of bright minds, 
who couid be enlightened if they had 
not Leen so terribly hampered by 
ccalousy. They longed for light, but 
hecame irritated when it was con- 
veyed to them from another source. 
Not se much that they disbelieved 
a. but because it did not occur to 
‘hem. 

Such minds readily see the evils in 
others, but not in themselves. If 
thev ccuid only be made to see that 
walousy was the barrier which pre- 
vented these truths from reaching 
them. they would have no more 
cause tor being irritated. Spiritual 
wnorance is the cause. But where 
e is jealousy there is also a dis- 
ticn to trample upon those who 
ead oor would enlighten them. 
‘They imagine by burying a truth they 
bury the individual as a rival. They 
war succeed for a period, but the 
nan who has a truth never remains 
buriel. The truth is his resurrection 
< and he is sure to arise again, 
e his would-be grave digger has 
added another link to his material 
enchainment. 

Jealousy with injustice attached 
‘ves the incarnate spirit the appear- 
ance of a thier enedavoring to hide 
hus peculations. But as nothing can 
be hidden from the spirit eye, we sce 
things as they are, and often wonder 
tow people can be fooled so as to com 
nic such errors. Of course, discern- 
went is lacking, but one thought of 
«apathy, charify, or a mere feeling 
to obige others, would break down 
this barrier, and a flood of light wouid 
enter, producing a change in the 
whele man. 

Spiritual development is not such 
inimassibility as it seems to many. 
It requires but the wish to know, 
secompanied by the permission for 
“thers to know also—that is. tu be 
Senne Tous, 

Bieotry, intolerance, illiberality, 
and the folly of suppressing others 
t elevate self, are speke in the univer- 
sal as well as individual wheel of 
progress. It has just the reverse 
tctcet of that sought. 

The ‘Dark Ages” of earth are 
cifcets of these causes, and they are 
cull rampant in quarters and in men. 
Wemen, be it said to their credit, 
lose this phase of jealousy with en- 
Echtenment, Theirs is an effect of 
zenera’ ignorance or lack of culture. 
But woman understands self better 
than men do, as soon as the ordinary 
barrier of ignorance has been crossed, 
und this may account for their ear- 
ver curbing of the narrow-minded- 
ness which often follows enlightened 
men to theirgraves. Women seldom 
pretend to greatness until they are 
great. and then modesty forbids. 
Men are not quite so forgetful of self, 
but as women are nore self-sacrificing 
in ceneral, it may be a part cf their 
nature to be more god-like. 

Ifewever, truth always finds its 
way ote a woman's heart, when it 
may kueck in vain tor admittance to 
a man's. But another quality of 
man which shuts out truth is self-con- 
cot, That masculine qualitication 
and intuition are not boon compan- 
rons. While egotism rules, discern- 
ment siceps, and without the iatter 
the mind cannot touch upon causa- 
uen. ht may master effects, but 
can never sense its law—thus never 
attain the absolute of things. 

As a sojourner among mortals 
therefore, E found women to be more 
agreeable companions as instru- 
ments or mediums through which to 
transmit thoughts. Not that thev 
are always, the best for logical reas- 
ening, but for truth and justice to 
the spirit communing they lead. 
So-called test mediums, however, are 
notable exceptions. and are like mu- 
sical instruments that have a high 
pitch. They can be touched by vi- 
brations that even many spirits 
are unable to perceive; and it re- 
quires as much proof to convince 
such spirits of the intercommunion 
of worlds as it does to convince a 
skeptical mortal. Some need per- 
sonal experience, and then they de- 
mand proof of the mortality cf the 
medium, 

While spirits as a rule are readily 
brought into the fold of the new dis- 
pensation, there are. many as stub- 
born. bigoted and prejudicéd as the 
most ignorant mortals, and are so 
firmly convinced that mediumship is 
impossible, that they cannot be mov- 
ed tu investigateior accept an offer 
of having it provet to them.

Why, « coterie of them once passed 
the word among themselves that I 
was not right in my mind because I 
wanted to convince them that they 
could communicate with their friends 
in the flesh. I there learned that no 
kind of reform could be enforced, and 
that men and women could only un- 
derstand, believe or see comparative 
to the number of vibrations per sec- 
ond emitted from their soul-center. 
Understanding, like sound, rests on 
the mathematics of a principle or 
cause. What cannot be understood 
has no existence to such. Knowl- 
edge, like fruit, ripens with growth, 
only that man is a perpetually bear- 
ing tree of knowledge. He lives off 
his own pickings and grows more 
from these as they are digested. He 
is only receptive to truth for which 
he is ready—that which is of his own 
soul's pulse-beat, but which is al- 
ways several degrees higher than that 
of the mind. 

The inner man vibrates in harmony 
with spirit, the outer with matter; 
but where the consciousness is ex- 
clusively centered on the externals, 
intuition is dormant—the soul sleeps.. 
To comprehend causation we must 
live within as well as without. Man 
is a dual being and cannot afford to 
sacrifice his soul to matter.

Heart failure may be due to this 
as well us to over-riping of the soul- 
nature, only that in the latter in- 
stance it releases the spirit from mä- 
terial nfluences, while in the former 
it imprisons the same in conditions 
compatibie with the lowest of mortal 
life, attended by the same sufferings 
and vicissitudes. These are the 
“spirits in prison”, from which it 
requires generations to extricate 
them. They pass through life with 
mortals as though they were still in 
the body and never know the differ- 
ence unless enlightened by a perad- 
venture spiritual awakening of the 
one to whom they are attached as‘a 
barnacle to a ship, and with whom 
they are frequently, or mostly, so it- 
terblended as to lose their own idee 
tity, until once more released by the 
mortal’s death. It is oe 
experience equal to anoth a 
life with comparat ve results—go&i 
at times, and disappointing èt others. 

It is a chance which the spirit takes 
but seldom considered because mè- 
mentary relief from the pressure of 
nature on its discords is the aim, and 
which relief it obtains by returniag 
to a material body. But it simply 
exchanges physical for spiritual suf- 
cring, as it cannot rise above its own 
condition to choose a bed of roses, 
The criminal may seek another body 
to hide in, but it will be of his own.

special attraction in a penitentiary+— 
thus having to serve his time where 
he belongs after all, and sympathetic- 
ally undergoing all the disciplite, 
punishment, and humiliation of the 
same nolens volens. The refined 
rogue, bank wrecker, forger, and sel- 
fish disciplinarian generally meet 
with this kind of reward quite fre- 
quently. Injustice in general is sub- 
ordinated to similar laws of affinity, 
and each undergoes the trials he has 
imposed on others while in the mor- 
tal. None escape their destiny. The 
jealous, proud, conceited, are tutored 
by their own discordant vibration 
till they have paid the uttermost far- 
thing by aiding in the promulga- 
tion of the truths they have sup- 
pressed—their road being as hard to 
travel as they have made it for others.

The intelligent principle which per- 
meates the whole universe Is the 
“Soul of Nature”—God. But we 
cannot personaitt’ Him because it is 
capniscient and omnipresent. The 
dnite cannot grasp the infinite. As 
Shells savs, “Infinity within and 
infinity without, belies creation. ” 

We cannot grasp the infinite 
mind, spirit or soul, although we are 
a part ot the infinite whole. 

Whether we believe in a God or not 
is of little consequence so long as we 
cultivate the divinity within us and 
thereby become divine, even as 
Christ was and many others as re- 
corded in ancient history. 

In the davs of ancient Greece we 
become acquainted with strange and 
remarkable characters, men of soul 
and of principle, gods, or as it were, 
voodness made manifest in the flesh 
7 I may use a Biblical phrase.% But 
I wouid rather term it the develop- 
inent of the divine ego for there is a 
spark of divinity in every living soui; 
Jithoush I am sorry to say that in 
too many cases it is allowed to lie 
dormant~-unused until we might 
term them the soulless races cf the 
world. Alas! We see too much of 
this even among the so-called Chris- 
tian community. - 

Our educational system. at best. is 
very imperfect so far as the poorer 
classes are concerned. They get no 
moral er ethtcal learning. Moral 
philosophy is but little taught and 
but little carcd for in this Christian 
age of civilization. Too high an ed- 
ucaticn for the masses would serious- 
iv atiect the condition of society, in 
fact there appears to be no desire 
forit, even on the part of the masses. 
While we are so much absorbed in 
obtaining worldly goods, or as it 
were in the struggie for existence, it 
cannot be expected that we can de- 
velop our higher or divine nature. 

Realism is opposed to idealism. 
The crosser things of life appear to 
have a greater attraction for grosser 
minds, The one who rises above the 
commen ordinary things of life. and 
casts his vision into the realm be- 
von, and endeavors to join the two 
worlds together and make this a lit- 
vie pleasanter than it is, has gencraliy 
a hard task before him and can ex- 
pect fo meet with all the opposition 
wi the Christian world. 

Our environments in most cases are 
against us making any advancement 
towards a higher or divine huinanity. 
To erris human:to forgive, divine. `’ 
But alas, now little of this divinity 
we sce and realize in the world: vet 
I cannot help but think that we shall 
progress towards a higher orderfof 
being. The true Spiritualist is a 
student of psychic development and 
as years roll by he finds himself a 
new being: he may have but few 
worldly goods, but he has laid up 
treasures in the great beyond. He 
has huilt up a soul that will hve 
throuvhout eternity. 

Some protessed religionists have 
no seul except a cosmic soul--only 
that which is gross and of the earth, 
earthy, interests them. They lack 
that spirituality which Christ taught. 
they lose sight of His self-sacrificing 
life. and fail to see that He was a 
living example instead of a dead sav- 
ior. Cannot they comprehend it? 

‘The refined and cultured thinker 
looks with contempt and disgust up- 
on the religious observances and for- 
malities of the past age. He sees in 
them nothing that is really elevating, 
refining or that improves the human 
character, builds up the soul. or 
adds to the divinity of humanity.
